However,  the  actual  number  of  deaths  in  our  district  is  small,  but 
has  increased  over  last  yearTs  figure  in  the  perfectly  normal  move¬ 
ment  of  these  occasional  accidental  occurrences. 

There  is  therefore  no  need  for  alarm  nor  pessimism. 

Immunisations  &  Vaccinations 


These  are  proceeding  satisfactorily.  In  particular,  the 
increased  number  of  schoolchildren  who  have  had  booster  doses  against 
tetanus  is  salutary,  and  heralds  a  time  when  all  adults  will  be 
protected  throughout  life  because  of  the  completeness  of  school 
immunisation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  Leg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1965. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  gave  rise  to  many  problems  during 
the  year.  Demand  again  increased  for  the  emptying  of  drainage 
systems  serving  private  properties  and  inevitably  a  longer  delay 
in  emptying  occurred.  This  service  was  also  affected  by  the  loss 
of  two  main  disposal  points  in  the  south  of  the  district  which 
resulted  in  an  increase  of  vehicle  milage  to  dispose  of  cesspool 
contents.  Every  effort  was  made  to  find  other  means  of  disposal 
and  experiments  were  made  with  earth  pans  from  which  the  dried 
sludge  could  eventually  be  spread  on  to  the  land.  These  pans  had 
to  be  carefully  sited  but  at  least  reduced  the  amount  of  straw 
required  for  compositing. 

In  September  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers  submitted  their 
comprehensive  report  on  the  sewerage  requirements  of  the  District. 
Priorities  for  Parishes  were  recommended  by  the  Engineers  and 
agreed  by  the  Council.  Negotiations  have  been  commenced  for 
acquiring  land  needed  for  pumping  stations  in  West  Walton,  Emneth, 
Walpole  St.  Peter,  Terrington  St.  John,  Tilney  St.  Lawrence  and 
Walsoken  Parishes. 
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WATER  SUPPLY: 


This  service  is  provided  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board. 

The  following  information  has  kindly  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J.S. 
Collins,  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist,  Wisbech  and  District  Water 
Board: - 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Marshland  Rural  District  comes  from 
two  sources:- 

(a)  The  Boardfs  Marham  Works. 

(b )  King’s  Lynn  Corporation  Water  Department 

(Bulk  Supply  to  Margaretta  Bridge  Pumping  Station). 

Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken 
during  1965  on  samples  from  the  Boardfs  Marham  Works,  Margaretta 
Bridge  Pumping  Station  and  the  distribution  system  in  this  area. 

The  results  have  been  of  a  very  high  standard.  Many  chemical 
analyses  have  also  been  carried  out. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  service.  No 
connections  were  permitted  until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of  the 
highest  standard  of  purity. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  Board  to  Marshland  Rural  District  is 
not  plumbo-solvent. 

A  sample  taken  on  the  17th  December,  1965,  from  the  distribution 
system  off  Marham  Pumping  Station,  on  which  a  fluoride  estimation 
was  carried  out,  had  a  fluoride  content  of  0.05  parts  per  million 
(as  F). 

There  were  no  cases  of  contamination  of  the  water  supply  in 
the  Marshland  Rural  District  during  1965*

Total  of  all  examinations  and  analyses  829 
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Out  of  the  total  of  Board's  treated  water  samples,  samples  taken 
at  Margaretta  Bridge  jumping  Station  (Bulk  Supply  from  King's  Lynn) 
and  samples  taken  from  consumers'  taps,  100%  were  negative  on 
examinations  for  organisms  of  the  coliform  group.  This  represents 
a  continued  very  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 


Cesspools,  privy  vaults  and  septic  tanks,  with  sewage  disposal 
plants  on  the  larger  Council  Housing  Sites,  are  the  main  methods 
of  disposal. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  was  operated  by  two  vehicles  which 
were  fully  employed  in  coping  with  the  demand  from  both  Council  and 
private  properties.  Regular  de-sludging  of  the  sewage  plants 
serving  Council  housing  sites  was  also  carried  out. 

Disposal  of  the  effluent  is  an  ever-recurring  problem  and 
consideration  has  still  to  be  given  to  the  provision  of  a  more 
permanent  system  available  throughout  the  year. 

The  following  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  again  an 
increase  was  shown  over  the  1964  figures :-

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  decrease  in  the  emptying  of  privy 
vaults,  which  shows  steady  progress  in  conversion  of  vaults  to 
water  closets. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS: 

The  district  continues  to  be  controlled  by  the  two  main  Internal 
Drainage  Boards  of  the  Marshland  Pen  and  West  of  Ouse  together  with 
the  Middle  Level  Commissioners  with  outfalls  controlled  by  the  River 
Boards  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse. 

During  the  summer  months,  the  Well  Creek,  situated  in  Outwell  and 
Upwell  gave  rise  to  complaints  of  smell.  Representations  were  made 
to  the  Middle  Level  Commissioners  to  control  weed  growth  and  increase 
the  flow  of  water. 

FRUIT  PICKERS  *  QUARTERS  AND  SEASONAL  WORKERS  -  CARAVANS: 

The  problem  of  housing  and  siting  caravans  for  seasonal  workers 
still  exists.  Periodical  visits  to  sites  were  continued  and  except 
for  a  few  isolated  cases  a  reasonable  state  of  cleanliness  and 
order  was  maintained. 

A  survey  was  made  during  the  peak  period  of  the  residential  and 
casual  caravans  in  the  district  and  a  report  given  to  the  Norfolk 
County  Council. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OP  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960: 

The  policy  has  continued  of  controlling  caravan  sites  by  inviting 
applications  where  exemption  cannot  be  claimed. 

Greater  use  was  made  of  the  two  licensed  holiday  caravan  sites 
in  the  Outwell  and  Upwell  Parishes. 
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The  only  large  residential  site  (up  to  20  caravans)  in  the  area 
failed  to  comply  with  the  licence  condition  relating  to  water  supply. 
Informal  action  was  taken  to  ensure  compliance  hut  by  the  end  of  the 
year  all  caravans  had  been  removed. 

The  other  small  site  of  four  caravans  maintained  a  satisfactory 
standard. 


INFESTATION  BY  PESTS:

No  reports  of  infestation  we re  received. 

No  cases  were  reported  or  found. 

No  major  problems  arose.  The  refuse  tip  v/as 
treated  by  the  Department  and  individual 
cases  were  dealt  with  by  modern  insecticides. 

No  cases  of  infestation  were  reported. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACTS: 

A  rodent operator  is  not  employed  by  the  Council.  There  were  no 
heavy  infestations  reported.  The  Department  maintained  a  constant 
watch  over  the  refuse  tip  and  baiting  continued  regularly.  Advice 
was  given  to  various  persons  reporting  infestations  and  in  some 
cases  help  was  given  by  the  Department  in  controlling  infestation 
on  premises. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  a  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  in  the  district  and  small  extensions  to  the  service  were 
made. 

Use  of  the  Wisbech  Canal  was  continued  and  by  December  a  length 
of  approximately  4*750  feet  had  been  filled.  This  tip  is  receiving 
the  refuse  from  the  Borough  of  Wisbech,  Wisbech  R.  D.  C.  and  the 
Emneth,  Outwell,  Upwell  and  West  Walton  Parishes  of  this  area. 
Measures  were  taken  against  fly  and  rodent  infestation  and  injurious 
weeds  were  cut  down  on  the  filled  section.  Trade  refuse  was  accepted 
under  the  control  of  the  Surveyors. 

FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES: 

274  visits  were  made  to  all  types  of  food  premises  during  the 
year. 

28  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

There  are  no  ice  cream  manufacturers  in  the  district. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  -  MEAT  INSPECTION: 

No  slaughterhouses  we re  in  operation  during  the  year  and  little 
progress  was  made  on  the  premises  under  construction  at  Walpole  St. 
Peter.
